Still the mob followed, 
one man dealing the sheriff a vicious 
j ow on the head with his shovel. The 
other oflicers and laborers escaped, all 
>oing more or less pounded, but the 
iclpless sheriff was brutally attacked. 
The mob then scattered, leaving the 
sheriff unconscious. Two of the Poles 
were found deau. Sheriff Collins ru- 
•a ned consciousness shortly after 3 
>'clock. He had a bad gash on the 
tead, and almost bled to death from a 
acerated leg. 


A ecorc of Poles are badly injured. 


Three will dip. 
During the afternoon 


some twenty Polea were arrested, which 
ntenaified the bitterness, und the situa- 
tion ia being discussed by crowds of 
Poles in various parts of the city. It is 
rumored they will attack the jail to- 
night, but this is not believed. Extra 
oflicers are on duty to preserve the 
peace, whatever may happen. Many 
more arrests are expected, but it is dilli- 
cullto identify tlie leaders in the riot. 


Another shooting affair took place 


this evening in the rear of tlie munici- 
pal court building. A crowd of Pole? 
lad congregated, and Deputy Sherifl 
Borneman recognized ons of them as 
one of tho rioters. He started to ar- 
rest him, when some one in the crowd 
fired a revolver, hitting one of the Poles 
in the leg. 


DETIIOIT, April 18.— Wayne county's 


sheriff lies in a precarious condition to- 
night, his body lacerated by the shovels 
ol the infuriated men. Two laborers are 
dead and the number seriously wonndec 
is not yet definitely known. These con- 
ditions are tbe result of a conflct which 
occurred at noon today between Borne 
400 Poles and Sheriff Collins and a num- 
ber of his deputies.

If 
so it is hardly possible that he could 
have gone away from here and reachei 
the vicinity of Selma, OR]., and have 
been killed by this Unit-. The man 
Sanders who is accused of Wootton's 
mtrder seems to he the same man who 
wrote the letter.

tide that the business of the county 
unot be suspended and that the ofli- 
ala concerned in this matter must ptr- 
rm the duties assigned them as usual, 
ie decision was submitted to the sn- 
irvisora yesterday, wilh the indorse- 
ent of the district attorney. 
The 


>ard adopted it aud ordered it spread 
xm the minutes. It is as follows: 
"The question is: What is the duty of 
e board of supervisors with regard to 
owing bills if there is no money in 
e treasury for the fiscal year in which 
ey were incurred to pay them, there 
in» 
warrants now issued in an 


mount equal to all the money which ia 
ow or will ho in the treasury for tbe 
eal ysar applicable to their payment. 
"This question, if fully discussed, 
ould involve many point? which have 
ever been settled by adjudication, bnt 
me points are clear and those points 
111 be herein briefly indicated to you 
ith sufficient fullness, it is hoped, to 
iide future action of your hoard of su- 
rvisors. It is understood that your 
lestiou is constructed wilh direct ref- 
ence to tho provisions of article 11, 
ction 18, of the constitution. That 
tide is in the following language: 
" 'No county, city, townj township, 
sard of education, or school district, 
,all incur any indebtedness or liability 
any manner, or for any purpose, ex- 
eding in auy year the income aud 
venue provided for it for such year, 
ithout the assent of two-thirds of tbe 
inhfied electors thereof, voting at an 
ection to be held for that purpose, nor 
nless, before or at the time of incurring 


such indebtedness, provisions shall 
made for the collection of an annual 
x suuicient to pay the interest on 
uch indebtedness as it falls due, and 
so provision to constitute a sinking 
ind for the payment of the principal 
lereof on or before maturity, which 
'iall not exceed forty years from the 
me of contracting tho eame. Any in- 
eb ted ness or liability incurred contrary 
o this provision shall be void.' 


'It will bu noticed that the inhibition 
the condition is upon the county, 


he county must not incur the "mdebt- 
Iness except as provided for under see- 
on IS. It is not an inhibition against 
idebtedness incurred by the state. All 
ndehteduesa provided for directly by 
ie legislature in the county govern- 
ieut act or in other statutes creating 
idebtedness are not within section 18. 
"The Board of Supervisors and the 
uditor and the treasurer must as to 
ulebteduess provided for by statute 
ursue the same course and perform the 
.me duties at all times, regardless of 
ie question whether there is money in 
te treasury ut any particular time to 
ay such indebtedness or not. If bills 
ave been incurred or that be incurred 
nder the county government act, those 
ills, if they are such as come before tbe 
oard of Supervisors, must be regularly 
[lowed, the auditor must regularly 
-aw Ins warrant, and the treasurer 
ust pay; and if there is no money in 
tie treasury to pay, the treasurer must, 
under section' 71 of the county goyern- 
nent act, endorse thereon 'Not paid for 
rant of funds,' and sign his namt 
tiereto, and from that time until puk 
lie warrant bears 5 per cent interesi 
er annum. 
"The debts for which the county itaell 


H not responsible, but tbe legislature is 
re very numerous. They include thi 
ayment of the ollicial force providet 
or in the county government act, anc 
:ie expense of criminal trials, payments 
3 indigent witnesses, jurors, etc., elec- 
ion expensfts and others not necessary 
o mention here. 


U is not intended that the official 


orceof the county should bo suspended, 
rthe ordinary business stopped by rea- 
rm of any deficiency in tbe funds o 
he county. County oflicera do not iu- 
:ur personal liability under section IS 
)y performing their regular duties -in 
>as9ipg and auditing bills for indebted- 
legs imposed by the statute.

The New York Sun of recent date 
givea the following information to its 
Teadera regarding California's basis of 
prosperity: 
"Today California ranks 


first among the forty-four states in tba 
production of barley and in grape cul- 
ture, second in sheep and wool, third in 
hops, fifth in wheat and salt, seventh in 
silk goods and eighth in soap. The wine 
interest is an enormous one, there !«- 
ing, it ia computed, 20,000,000 vines in 
the sfate, yielding annually S0,000,0;0 
pounds of grapes and 15,000,000 gallons 
of wine. There are also 12,000,000 fruit 
trees, producing oranges, apricots, figs, 
olives and lemons to the amount an- 
nually of $4,000,000. The lumber inter- 
ests of California are important, the cut 
last year having been 300,000,000 feet of 
pine and 150,000,000 feet of California 
redwood. The value of gold mined in a 
year in California is $12,000,000, of sil- 
ver $1,000,000 and of quicksilver $2,000,- 
000. The manufactures of California are 
$100,000,000, and the value of farm lands

rectly benefited by the improvement, 
might and gladly would vote an irrica- : 
tion district in accordance with the 
Wright act, thus lesaeninc the debt 
which the state would have to assume 
for the purpose. 
It we consider tbe compulsory idle- 


ness of hundreds, nay thousands of our 
people, if we consider at tbe same time 
the incalculable advantages to be de- 
rived from the execution of Una great 
canal, it nmat be deeply regretted that 
read tape and really unavoidable delays 
prevent its early commencement. En- 
ergy and industry, however, will short- 
en such delays to a minimum, and not 
only tlie papers, but the entire popula- 
tion of the San Joaquin valley, yea, the 
entire state, should at once make it 
their business to agitate the vital ques- 
tion nntil materialized.

"There has l>een a very good demand 


for citrus trees. 
Mauy oranues and

doubt that the culture of citrus fruits is

ther architects. AVbeii the hoard met 
ast Tuesday evening they went into 
xecutive session and accepted Swartz'! 
bird plan. It is in this that the boar* 
icted unfairly, assert the architects, am 
ne of them expresses the opinion that i 
ie chose to take legal steps he could 
iave the proceeding declared invalid.

It is suggested that this was 
intended to disguise, his appearance 
while making his trip about the country 
in order that his acquaintances would 
not know him. 


Another story that may have some 


"bearing on the case comes from Ited 
Bluff, where Professor Sanders taught 
school. The story as printed in the 
San Francisco Examiner, is that San- 
ders was suspected of harboring bad 
company, from the fact that his brother 
Jim was said to be. connected with a 
notorious local horse thief and robber, 
who was afterwards captured at San- 
ders' place. Upon this theory some 
have jumped at the conclusion that .this

The jewelry firm of Thomas Vust A 


S>n has for some time beeu reducing 
stock with the view of going out of 
business, but owing to the stringency in 
money matters the jewelry business has 
felt the luvssure of hard times first of 
all. 


The necessaries of life may be econo- 


mised upon, but the trade goes on. 
With the jewelry trade, however, people 
t-an do without most of it in times like 
these and therefore trade became stag- 
nant, and there was thmlly not enouc i 
to pay expenses. 


In the meantime the firm paid off all 


its creditors except about a half dozen 
and then notified these of the situation 
of affairs and their inability to convert 
the stock into cash to advantage and 
asked theui to take charge of it to pro- 
tect their claims. 


J. P. Le Count of Le Count Brothers, 


San Francisco, came up as represents- 
lives of the creditors and assumed uou- 
trol of the property. 
He was seen yes- 


terday, aud spoke of the conduct of the 
firm in the highest terms; of commenda- 
tion for the honest course taken. 


He paid they might have continued 


on for months until" the assets were ab- 
6orbed in expenses, and left the credit- 
ors without pay or property out of 
which to make their money, as was the 
rule in these times. An iuveutorv had 
been taken showing tho assets of the 
firm to be $9500, while the indebtedness 
amounts to $5000. The assignment is 
therefore not a failure in any sense of 
the word, but an effort, on the part of 
the firm to liquidate and to protect the 
creditors. The creditors appreciate the 
course of the firm and Mr. Le Count 
says they will all be paid in full, and he 
expects a substantial balance to the 
firm notwithstanding the low prices at 
which the goods will bo sold, since they 
have $'2 security for every $1 of indebt- 
edness.

$SOOO, which will be sutlicient to paj 
all the hack salaries. In tbe meantime 
as Trustee Church put it, they wil 
have to live on "faith." 


The street superintendent, however 


will be in better luck. Heretofore big 


eral fund, bin as his work is street and 
sewer work, it was ordered that here- 
alttr his salary should he drawn from 
those funds. 


Warrants to the amount of $700 are 


at preseut outstanding against the gen- 
eral fund, which the treasurer has re- 
fused to pay. But Marshall Morgan 
who was present last night, stated thai 
he had about $1100 collected on licenses 
which will be turned into the genera' 
fund immediately.

The clerk was ordered to advenise for 


bids for the street sweeping, the con- 
rai-t for which expires on May 1st.

HOW TO USE RAISINS. 


Some Practical Work at the Mid- 


winter Fair. 


The California Uairiin Food Bureau of 


San Francisco is doing somo good and 
practical work to aid the introduction 
of raisins as a food product. 


In Horticultural hall there is a stand 


u charge of A. A. inboard where 
atewfcd raisins, etc., are furnished to 
visitors to tasto. Ae a rule the native as 
well as the foreign visitor looks upon 
raisins as a confection or dainty, never 
is a food. 


The purpose of this kindergarten in 


cookery IB to educate up to a clear un- 
derstanding that what is the rich man's 
dessert may be the poor man's meat, 
aud also to show that raisins at their 
preseut cost contain more' nutriment 
and desirability for use in daily food 
than any other one article. 


As an instance of this the raisin suuce 


given away is presented as a matter of 
economy as compared with other food. 
Good clean raisins may be Iwnght at c 
cents per pound and at that prk-o will 
make a pound of raisin sauco cost i 
cents. It is equal in nutriment to one 
pound of 1 toneless meat costing 20 cents. 


With this is given out receipts in- 


strnrt ing cooks how to prepare raisins 
for food in various ways. The head- 
quarters art- at 002 Market street am 
the bureau is doing excellent work am 
should meet with encouragement.

To 
evive this interest the company makes 
a rather novel proposition in a rather 
lever manner, but not clever enough to 
ratch the old fish who have beeu in the 
msiness here. 


The circular is signed by C. F. Stiles 


as president, who states there is but one 
wav to revive the old time interest and 
excitement, and that is for eouie one to 
draw a prize large enough in, value to 
stimulate and induce others to start 
juying tickets again. 


Says the circular: "If 
some, well 


known mftn like yourself should draw 
$15,000, HOOO, $201)0, or even $1000 in 
our lottery, it would be the means of 
selling thousands of our tickets in your 
pprt of tbe country, aud would create an 
old time boom again. We will certainly 
do our part to again awaken public in- 
terest in lotteries iu your locality if you 
will do your--." 


The circular is accompanied by fifty 


tickets, one of which is enclosed in a 
small envelope with the following sig- 
nificant inscription: 


"Confidential— He sure to snll this 


ticket to some prominent person who 
would not object to having his name 
published should hedrawahirgepriKe." 


Jt is very clear that Mr. Stiles is car- 


rying on ti swindling concern, no matter 
from what standpoint his proposition if. 
considered. The lotteryand its project- 
ors have never been heard of here, and 
it is not likely that it will succeed in in- 
veiglinn: any person to become a party 
to the fraud.
